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FATTENING URKEYS. 

On looking over some old papers a few 
days ago, we came across the following 
curieus mode of fauening turkeys: | 

‘In the winter of 1818 —19, gentle- 
man in this city made the fol lowing ex. 
‘periment: He placed a turkey in an en. 
closure about four feet long, two fee 
wide, end three or four feet high. Le 
excluded as much light as he could with- 
out preventing a circulation of air, and 
fed the turkey with soft bricks broken 
inte pieces, with charcoal also broken. 
end with six grains of corn per day.— 
Fresh water was daily supplied. The 
box or crop in which the turkey was pla- 
ced he always locked up with his own 
ha nde, and is perfectly confident that no- 
body interfered with the experiment. 

At the end of one month he invited a 
number of his neighbors, among others, 
two physicians. turkey, uow very 
large and heavy, was killed and opened 
by the physicians, and was found to be 
filled up with fat. The gizzard and en- 
traila were dissected, and nothiog was 
found buta residium of charcoal and 
brick- To conclude the examination sat- 
isfactorily. The turkey was eaten, and 
found to be very good. Last winter he 
again repeated the experiment with the 
same success. 

‘The circumstance which isduced him 
to make the experiment is a very curious 
one. One of his neighbors informed him. 
that being driven from the city by the fe- | 
vor of 1793, his femily recollected tha:

Acid in Wood.—l\i has been remark- 
ed by those who are in the habit of pack- 
ing butter, that it kept best put dowa in 
stone; the next best is oak ur white ash 
firkins, the wood of which had been boil: 
ed for several hours previous lo working; 
and that butter packed io firkins of un- 
prepared wood frequently ecquire a strony 
and disagreeable flivor which serious! 
injures it. ‘The reason of this has not 
been generally understood. Mr. Moir o. 
Scotland bas been instituting a series of 
‘experiments on the subject, which ap- 
‘pear to have thrown some light ou the 
matter. He found that most kind of 
wool contained considerable quantities of 
pyrolignic acid, which decomposes the 
salt with wl ich it comes iu Contact. The 
Lin loa or Baswood was the only wood 
he found entire!y froe, but the other kinds 
he experimenied upon, were easily freed 
from the acid by boiling three or four 
hours, well pressed under water. It is 
evident that firkins made of staves pre- 
pared in this way would be decidedly iu 
proved, and as the preservation of but 
ter in a #weet and pure state is au impor- 
tant matter to the dairy mun, we think 
much would be gained by a proper ai- 
tention to vessels in which it is packed.

he was so slow the cows bud no patienc~ 
with him. 

We milked two of the cows, and he 
the other two, and we were but litle 
more than half as long as he in milking, 
though we got the largest mess by one 
quart. Oa our remonstrating that he 
did not draw out all the milk, be said bis 
cos would not yield o much as thos 
milked by us. We then made an ex 
change: he milked our two and we milked 
his. jn three weeks time the cuse was 
reversed; our mess exceeded his by nenr- 
ly one quart. He never failed to strip 
hia cows to the last drop; but his intoler- 
able moderation prevented bis obtaining 
hat an active milker would have done. 

Young learners may practise on cows 
that are to be sooo dried off. They 
should be taught at first how to take hoid 
of the teats and they will remember it; 
out how common it isto let each child 
choose his own mode of milkiog! Leara 
ers should know that the hand should be 
kept very near the extremity of the teu, 
ifthey would milk with euse. The le 
arm should always press gently agains! 
the leg of the cow; for if she is inclined 
to kick she cannot, with any force; she 
cannot strike an object that lerns agains: 
her, but ifshe raises up her foot, as she 
often will when her teats are sore, the 
milker will be ready to ward off and keep 
it from the pail much better than when 
he sits far off from the cow. 

If betters are made tame and gentle by 
frequent haudling when they are young 
they are not apt to kick the milker; their 
udders should be rubbed gently before 
calving, it is quite as grateful to them us 
carding. But if they are suffered to run 
wild tll after they have calved they cau- 
not be exprcied io be gentle when zou 
first attempt to milk them, they often 


ucquire bad habits and are not broken of 


them through life.

MOVEMENTS OF ‘THE POPE 
IN SPAIN. 

A great deal of attention has been 
given of late to the numerous move- 
ments of the Pope and the Court of 
Rome throughout this country, in the 
additional appointments of many Bish- 
ops—the nature of their power—their 
peculiar claims—and the policy which 
seems to direct their conduct. It is 
very evident that the power of Rome, 
having diminished very much of late 
in France and Spain, a prodigious eſ- 
fort is making to establish a new reli- 
gious system in this country hostile to 
the constitution and repugnant to the 
feelings of even American Catholics. | 

On this subject, and particularly in- 


for a long time, the Madrid paper of 
Ist January, 1841, waiting for a reas- 
onable moment to notice its contents, 
which we think has now arrived. It 
contains the most extraordinary de 
velopements regarding the power clim- 
ed by the Pope’s representative in 
Spain, to establish papal jurisdiction in 
that land, independent of the govern- 
ment. The acts and laws thereof have 
been combatted in so insolent a man- 
ner, that we must refer our readers 
forthwith to the official proof below, 
otherwise they could not credit for a 
moment so preposterous a claim, viz: 
not to be the owners of vour own soil, 
and to put aside the acts and orders of 
the heads of departments of that gov- 
ernment. These disclosures have nev- 
er been published in this country nor 
in Great Britain. They will do more 
to enlighten the public than all the 
sectarian depunciations hitherto at 
tempted by the pulpit and the press. 
As our whig and locofoco parties 
have been so extremely sensitive in 
regard to Papal authority, we enquire, 
should an order come from Rome to 
establish u Rota tribunal in New York, 
would the Common Council have the 
moral coutage to oppose it? We pause 
for a reply. 
We find that in Spain the bishops 
are elected by the government—that 
the incumbents are all Spaniards, and 
not foreigners; whilst in the United 
States, legions of bishops—all foreign- 
ers—come direct from Rome, without 
anv previous consultation, either from 
the public, the general, State or city 
vovernment, and are installed at once 
in their respective dioceses—all bring- 
ing their appointments from a foreign 
potentate. In this country, however, 
as the sovereign power belon s to the 
people, the only check which can be 
made to the encroachments of the 
l’ope, must come from their represen- 
latives, their trustees of churches, and 
ecclesiastical corporations. This, 
therefore, is precisely the question 
which agitates the Catholic Church in 
New Orleans, and which formerly 
marked the attempts of Bishop Hughes 
to nullify certain trustees in Buffalo 
and New York. The Romish power 
calls this opposition of trustees, “infi- 
delity,” and so forth; but it is nothing 
but the true effusion of American prin- 
ciples.
